Amendments to Regulations Governing Scholarships and Student Loans are 

hereby approved and promul2f'\ted, and shall be in force and effect as of 

the dates therein indicated.

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Al1ENDHBNTS TO RECUI.JITI ONS 
GOVERNING SC!I0Il1RSHIPS AND STUDEI>r£ LOANS 

The following provisions of the RegulationB Governing Scholarships 
and Student Loans, adopted by the Board of Education on September S, 1959, 
pursuant to Chapter 9, Title XJ.I, Govermnent Code of Guam, and approved and 
promulgated by Executive Order No. 16-59, have been amended by the Board 
as of the dates indicated, as follo1�s: 

1. Subsection 1. 6: 

"1.6 CONDITIONS. Recipients must comply lvi.th the follo1·1ing 
conditions to avoid forfeiture: 

(a) Be enrolled at all times for a mJ.nJ.mum of twelve (12) 
quarter hours during the regular academic year, or 
six (6) quarter hours during the sum!ner session, leading 
toward a degree; and 

(b) Haintain a yearly grade-point average of 2,5 for a 
minimum of t�o1elve (12) academic credits per quarter, 
and six (6) academic credits per smnmer session, if 
in attendance." (June 21, 1960) 

2. Subsection 2.2(a): 

"(a) Be enrolled at all times fOJ: a minimum of t1;elve (12) 
quarter hours during the regular academic year and six (6) 
quarter hours during the summer session, if in attendance, 
leading tm.;ard a degree in teacher education; and" 

3, Subsection 3,6(b)(4): 

11(4) Comply 1o1ith 
regulations 
of award.'' 

4. Subsection 4.l.(g): 

(June 21, 1960) 

all applicable provJ.SJ.ons of law and 
of the Board, and terms of the contract 

(�larch 14., 1961) 

11 (g) T1vo students per year for five years; 11 

(July 28, 1960) 

5. Subsection 4.10(4.): 

"(Li) Comply with all applicable provJ.sJ.ons of lm; and regulations 
of.the Board, and terms of the contract of award."

6. Subsection 4.11: 

"4 .• 11 EFFECTIVE. All scholarships shall become effective in the fall 
academic term of the institution 1·1hich the recipient will be 
attending and shall be in effect during the re!}ular academic 
year and the fol101·7ing summer term or terms. If a specific case 
so llarrants, holvever, the Doard may permit a scholarship to become 
effective at the beginning of the summer term or terms immediately 
precedin:> the f:all academic term; such a scholarship Hould be 
effective for the period covered by the regular academic year and 
the summer terms 1>hich both precede and fo1lolv it."

Regulation No. L,.,, Relating to Fish 
VJeirs, Location of F:i_sh \:Jeirs, and 
Procedure for Securing Fish 1;-Jeir Permits. 

Section l. Section 2 of Regulation No. 4 is amended 

"Section 2. Definition of Fish Heir. 
A fish weir is an apparatus for catching fish, 
consisting of a pocket or trap, with one or 
more tvings or leaders or both, and remaining 
in a fixed location. For purposes of this 
regulation, there are two types of fish weirs, 
a main weir and auxiliary weirs. Any reference 
to 'fish weir' as used in this regulation 
includes a part 9r component thereof, including 
any pole, support, ne·t, brush, wire, mesh, :cope, 
or other item or material." 

Section 2. Section 3 of Regulation No. 4 is amended 

"Section 3. Limitations and Prohibitions. 

(a) Hain Heir: No wing shall exceed three 
hundred (300) feet in length. No leader shall 
exceed five hundred (500) fee·t in length. 

(b) Auxiliary Heir: No wing shall exceed 
one hundred fifty (150) feet in length, No 
leader shall exceed two hundred fifty (250) 
feet in length, 

(c) The mesh of the net:ting used in the 
construction of fish weirs, main or auxiliary, 
shall be such as to permit the passage of 
objects measuring at least one inch in diameter 
or one inch square. 

(d) No permit will be issued authorizing 
more than one (1) main t·1eir and two (2) auxiliary 
weirs for the area covered by such permit. 

(e) The area covered by a single permit 
shall be contiguous, but this shall not be 
construed to authorize installations of fish 
v1eirs anyt-1here within such area if othen·Jise 
prohibited. 

(f) No person shall place, install, construct, 
maintain, or operate any fish Heir, including 
any part or component of a fish weir, except as 
authorized by a permit issued under this regulation." 
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Section 3, The fore:;oing amendments shall apply to 
all fish weir permits issued on or after July 1, 1961.
